The Belgian legation, in an official 
statement, announced that Belgium 
will no longer submit to a status of 
“guaranteed neutrality” like that 

which existed before the war. 

A return to the status quo of 1839, 
the statement said, will entail a per- 
petual intrusion by Germany upon 
the domestic life of the nation and 
create a situation “intolerable to pub- 
lic opinion and certain to cause ser- 
ious difficulties.” 

“The note of Dec. 24, 1917,” said 
the statement, “addressed by the Bel- 
gian government to the pope in re- 
ply to the position which his mes- 
sage advances as one of the indis- 
pensable conditions of a just peace 
as far as Belgium is concerned ‘po- 
litical, economic and military  inde- 
pendence without condition or re- 
striction.’

permanent neutralization which 
would fetter its freedom of action

Early Closing 


A PECULIAR POSITION 


ST AN DAR D) treevi ct sesing any paper which 


you Have not read has been often 
expatiated upon, but the lesson 
apparently has to be learned by quite 
a lot of the business people of Strath 
more. For a number of years there 
has been a voluntary agreement 
among the store keepers etc., of 
Strathmore to close their places of 
business on Wednesday afternoons 
during the suunmer months. This 
was’ tairly well observed by the 
business people who were parties 
to the agreement, and it gave the 
storekeepers and their assistants a 
chance of an outing once a week 
during the summer. However, there 
are some people in town who, it is 
alleged, did not stick by agreement, 
During the last year the Provincial 
Legislature passed an act enabling 
the majority of the retail dealers iu 
any town, by petition, to pass in 
their Town Courcil abylaw enforcing 
Early Closing for any number of 
months stated, and providing pen- 
alties for any infraction. Opinion 
was general that this would be 
a good way of getting the half- 
holiday made general, and a petition 
was circulated about two months 
ago. It was signed by almost every 
merchant in town, and advertised 
in the manner provided by Jaw, but 
just prior to its coming before the 
Tow Council someone discovered 
that the byelaw called for a Wed- 
nesday halt holiday for the whole 
twelve months of the year and 
several other things that did not 
meet with general approval, 

Another petition was therefore 
signed by all but three of the 
siguers of the original petition, 
calling for early closing during 
the summer months. The ex- 
ceptions to this seeond petition 
stuck out for the original petition 
but final'y offered tocompromise 
on a basis of early closing from 
April to September, otherwise 
they would insist on the council 
passing the eriginal petition. 

A largely attended meeting of 
the Strathmore Board of Trade 
was held on Wednesday evening, 
Mr E Dooson presiding and Mr. 
T E Wrignt secretary, and 
Opinions were freely expressed. 
The bylaw that is at present be- 
fore the courcil did not find any 
supporters except a couple of the 
shop assistants present, and the 
April to October arrangements 
was not regarded with much 
more favor. The board finally 
decided to recommend the coun- 
cil to amend the bylaw to the ex- 
tent ot making the half-holiday 
for May, June, July and August 
enly. 

Harmony was reached at a 
meeting of the Town Council 
held last night, and a petition 
was hastily circnlated and signed 
by about all the storekeepers, 
which was taken up by the coun- 
cil, and will finally be passed into 
law after the advertising require- 
ments are met.

to Supply Sheep on 
Credit Terms 


The department of agriculture, 
through its live stock branch, is again 
offering to supply Saskatchewan far- 
mers with grade eyes on credit terms. 

To supply the great demand and to 
make sure that all applications would 
be filled, the live stock commissioner 
has purchased and contracted for sev- 
eral thousand high-grade ewes of the 
Oxford, Shropshire, Suffolk and Che 
viot breeds. These ewes are all young 
the majority being from one to four 
years of age and are all sired by pure 
bred rams. Besides ewes of this 
type, a number of range ewes are also 
being offered to those who prefer the 
Merino type. In past years a good 
many applications were received for 
bred ewes which could not be filled 
This year, special arrangements have 
been made whereby 1,500 tigh grade 
Oxford and Shropshire ewes will be 
bred to registered Oxford and Shrop 
shire rams. These ewes will be bred 
to lamb in late March and_ April, 
which is the ideal time for lambs to 
arrive under farm conditions. 

By purchasing ewes already bred, 
|the farmer is saved the expense of 
| buying a ram the first season, arfd is 
also assured that his ewes have been 
bred to a good sire. The Oxford 
rams to be used were selected from 
the flocks of Arkell and Son of On- 
| tario. while the Shropshi ams were 
jpurchased from the University of 
Saskatchewan. The price of these 
lewes will vary according to quality 
land breeding, and will be sold either 
'bred or not as desired, and all on the 
ustial credit terms. One individual 
may buy $400 worth on a quater cash 
or $1,000 worth on a half cash
